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Do the Negroes Get a Square Deal Where 
they have Segregated Schools? 

Dr IVashington Says NO! 


Discussing the segregated school 
system of Alabama, Dr. Booker 
T. Washington in the Century 
magazine of December, gave some 
figures regarding the manner with 
which the white and colored schools 
of Wilcox County, in that state 
are provided, for. These figures 
show how the Negro schools fare 
in states where they have “separate” 
but equal accommodation.” Dr. 
Washington says: 

“In Wilcox County, Ala., there 
are nearly 11,000 black childrend 
and 2,000 white children of school 
age. Last year $3,569 of the public 
school fund went for the education 
of the black children in that county 
and $30,294 for the edlcation of 
white children; this, notwithstand¬ 
ing that there are five times as 
many Negro children as white. 
In other words, there was expended 
for the education of each Negro 
child in Wilcox County 33 cents, 
and for each white child $15. In 
the six counties surrounding and 
touching Wilcox County there are 
55,000^ Negro children of school 
age. There was appropriated for 
their education, last year, from the 
public-school fund $40,000, while 
for the 19,622 white children in 
the same counties there was appro¬ 
priated from the public fund $199,- 
000 . 

“ There are few, if any, intelli¬ 
gent white people in the South, 
or anywhere else, who will claim 
that the Negro is receiving justice 
m these counties in the matter of 
the public-school fund. 

‘In Alabama 85 per cent, of 
the convicts are Negroes. The 
official records show that last year 
Alabama had turned into its treas¬ 


ury $1,085,854 from the labor of 
its convicts. At least $900,000 
of this came from Negro convicts, 
who were for the most part rented 
to the coal-mining companies in 
the northern part of the State. 
The iesult of this policy has been 
to get as many able-bodied convicts 
as possible into the mines, so that 
contractors might increase their 
profits. Alabama, of course, is 
not the only State that has yielded 
to the temptation to make money 
out of human misery. The 
point is, however, that while $900,- 
000 is turned into the State treas¬ 
ury from Negro convict labor, to 
say nothing of Negro taxes, there 
came out of the State treasury, to 
pay Negro teachers, only $357,585. 

“I do urge, in the interest of 
fair play for everybody, that a 
Negro who prepares himself in 
property, in intelligence and in 
character to cast a ballot, and 
desires to do so, should have the 
opportunity. * * * * 

“Not a few cases have occurred 
where white people have blackened 
their faces and committed a crime, 
knowing that some Negro would 
be suspected and mobbed for it. 
In other cases it is known that 
where Negroes have committed 
crimes, innocent men have been 
lynched and the guilty ones have 
escaped and gone on committing 
more crimes. * * * 


In every locality there should 
be race pride enough to do some¬ 
thing to help an institution so 
beneficial and distive in its char¬ 
acter. Have you race instinct 
enough to give a helping hand?

4 here is already a bill before 
the legislature to create “jim crow” 
schools in this state and the men 
who inaugurated the “jim crow” 
policy in this city and county are 
responsible for that bill. 

This whole thing is a shame and 
a disgrace to the big liberty loving 
people of this great state. 

The fight will go on till victory 
for justice is won.

But for Negroes to decorate their 
homes with the portraits of dis¬ 
tinguished white men to the exclus¬ 
ion of the Negroes who are being 
moulded and fashioned in such 
homes. By the side of the por 
trait of Wendell Phillips place 
that of Frederick Douglass, then 
provide your boys and girls with 
biographical sketches of the two 
men. Keep this up all along the 
line and your young people will 
not only receive inspiration from 
those illustrious lives, but will dis¬ 
cover that the Negro has played a 
manly part in every struggle for 
human advancement. This the 
Negro has done in spite of the 
tremendous odds against him. 

Discussing the merits of the 
article in question a white news¬ 
paper man said to us: “That the 
Negro has furnished his quota ol 
distinguished men in every period 
of the world’s development, and 
that the Negro had only to become 
acquainted with himself. He said 
futrher that owing to the discipline 
to which the American Negro is 
being subjected, a time will 
come when to attribute to a man 
noble characteristics one will 
simply have to say He is like a 
Negro.” Referring to distin¬ 
guished living American's he 
pointed to Edmoma Lewis, the 
sculptress, Tanner, the pamter, 
and Rainey, whom Mr. Thos. 
Edison says is the greatest elec¬ 


trician in the country, Dr. Dan 
Williams, eminent surgeon, and 
attorney Edward Morris of Chicago, 
who the newspaper man said would 
be on the Supreme bench of the 
United States but for his color. 

That distinguished Negroes of 
America are treated according to 
their merit only in foreign coun¬ 
tries, is no reflection upon them. 

The favor with which our article, 
“Seeking Out Side Ideals a Foe 
to Pride of Race,” has been received 
and the sentiment it has aroused 
in favor of the object for which it 
was written is extremely gratifying 
to us. Regarding it as a valuable 
contribution, our local readers had 
it sent broadcast over the country.
